relations 
commission. 
The com m ission had already heard 
H. H. Perham, president of the Order 
of Railroad T elegraphers, 
regarding 
com plaints 
by 
that 
organization 
against the railroad. Officers of tin 
road were heard on these com plaints, 
W. W. Atterbnry, vice president, be­ 
ing the principal witness. 
Mr. Perham was questioned by R. 
lf. Aishton, vice president of the Chi­ 
cago 4k Northwestern railway, on tele­ 
graphers' 
working 
conditions. 
Mr. 
Aishton brought out that telegraphers 
and signal men on the main line of 
the Pennsylvania, where 
traffic 
Is 
dense, work eight hours a day. 
“ Isn’t that less than any other tran s­ 
portation em ployes w ork?” he asked. 
“ Yes,” Mr. Perham replied, “ ami the 
working time for that claw* of work 
must be still further reduced. In G er­ 
many such men work only six hours 
a day.” 
Mediation, Perham thought, was the 
most satisfactory way of settling la­ 
bor disputes. He absolutely opposed 
com pulsory arbitration, however. “ The 
thing we prize most highly,” said he 
“ is the right to strike, even though 
we may not exercise it. Freedom is 
our goal." 
In response to questions by Com ­ 
m issioner O'Connell relating to rondi 
tions at Altoona, Pa., where the Penn 
aylvanla has a large shop, Mr. Perham 
declared that em ployes who Incurred 
the 
displeasure of railroad official* 
could not work there. 
"T o live in Altoona you must live* 
a s the P ennsylvania wishes you to ?’ 
“T h st is the case.” 
"You must agsolutely bow to the 
P e n a s^ v a n la if you want to stay lo 
Altoona?" "Y es, It is a case of *M\ 
company, 'tis o f three I sin g.’ "

ham added 
that the 
Pennsylvania 
dominated 
the “ courts and 
new *pa 
purs” of Altoona, and that “ public as 
m m idage and 
public speeches have 
many times been prevented by the 
com pany.” 
In reply to questions by C om m is 
winner 
W einstock, Perham 
thought 
that a strike of a1! railroad telegraph 
era and dispatchers which pra< tlca.ll> 
would paralyze railroad traffic of the 
nation, in his opinion, never 
could 
happen in this country. 
Com m issioner W einstock 
asked

Mr. Perham believes a sm all percent 
age of men should have power to rob 
Iii per cent of the people of their 
rfghts. “ I believe that 
tile m ajotiti 
of the people of this country are iii 
sym pathy with efforts of workingmer 
to get ju stice and 
have their tree 
dom.” Perham replied. 
“‘Ho you think that two or three 
par cent of the people should have the 
power to paralyze business and Indus 


f r y * ” asked Mr. W einstock. “ I do not 
worship business. I worship freedom.' 
Mr. Atterburv, who is in charge ol 
Operation, presented a long statement 
of the com pany’s labor policy. 
“ The Pennsylvania com pany is and 
h ts alw ays been unalterably opposed 
to the ‘closed shop* and sym pafheti 
strike policy,” the statem ent dec la r 
rd. ’’T his principle is Intmh a1 to the 
hest interests of the public, the coni 
pony and its em ployes.”

Pennsylvania m aintains the "hest spy 
system in the World” to harraes un 
Ions, it declared that the force of con
